Concerns To Advisory Panel

Several angry Greenbelt par- 
ents complained to the Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
at their August 2 meeting in the 
Community Center that their sec- 
ond grade Talented and Gifted 
children were assigned to 
Oakcrest Elementary instead of 
Glenarden Woods. This issue 
dominated the entire meeting. 

The ACE committee heard 
about the surprise these parents 
experienced when they were no- 
tified of their children’s assign- 
ment to Oakcrest Elementary 
School’s TAG program. 

The parents commented that 
the Prince George’s TAG Asso- 
ciation, a private group composed 
of parents and others, does not 
consider Oakcrest a TAG school. 
In addition, they said, Oakcrest is 
in transition with a new principal 
coming in this fall. 

The parents also cited over- 
crowding, rundown facilities, and 
very large classes. The final 


straw for some parents was the 
hour-long bus ride from 
Greenbelt to Oakcrest, which is 
in Landover. 

The parents also complained 
that Greenbelt’s School Board 
Representative James Henderson 
had spoken to William Green at 
the Office of Pupil Accounting 
and School Boundaries and was 
told that Glenarden Woods was 
full. However, they said Oretha 
Bridgewater, principal at 
Glenarden Woods, told these 
same parents that her school is 
not overcrowded and she would 
be glad to have their children at- 
tend her school. 

Faced with a choice between 
Oakcrest and Greenbelt El- 
ementary, these parents ques- 
tioned whether their children 
could get an adequate education 
at Greenbelt Elementary. They 
expressed concerns about the 
lack of motivation in students, 
low funding, fist fights, and

Public Land Trust Offers 
Another Way to Buy Land

At a work session August 2, 
the Greenbelt City Council heard 
from Debi Osborne, Trust for 
Public Land’s Chesapeake field 
office director, who had been in- 
vited to come and describe how 
the Trust (TPL) works with local 
governments wishing to acquire 
or conserve important open space 
properties. Osborne distributed 
materials about the Trust, noting 
that it works closely with the 
Chesapeake Bay Foundation. It 
was instrumental, for example, in 
preserving nearby Belt Woods, 
among other properties. 

TPL is a national non-profit 
land conservation organization 
which, according to its literature, 
has acted to facilitate completed 
projects preserving about one mil- 
lion acres of land in 45 states and 
Canada since its founding in 
1972 when it broke off from the 
Nature Conservancy. The land 
and easements the organization 
acquires for permanent steward- 
ship are subsequently conveyed 
to public agencies or other orga- 
nizations. “We work closely 
with a public agency to ensure 
that the necessary public and 
sometimes private funds are 
available to purchase the [open 
space} property,” Osborne said, 
noting that among public agen- 
cies, the State of Maryland is 
“relatively easy to work for.” 

. The Trust director described 
how the organization operates in 
atranging conservation real estate 
transactions. She said TPL is 
able to raise money from various 
sources, negotiate with landown- 
ers, create new sources of fund- 
ing, ensure an appropriate public 
relations campaign, obtain re- 
quired appraisals and temporarily 
acquire property which a public 
agency may buy from TPL over 


time. She described TPL’s exper- 
tise in a Certificates of Participa- 
tion program for investors as well 
as in lease-purchase arrange- 
ments. 

In response to mayor and 
council inquiries, Osborne noted 
that “very few” foundations give 
substantial conservation money in 
Maryland, and that nationwide, 
the state tanks 43rd in such giv- 
ing. Maryland’s successful and 
popular Program Open Space was 
discussed, but Osborne noted 
that the state’s rapidly increasing 
prices for urban open space are 
causing the program to have 
trouble “keeping up.” She also 
noted that Virginia is unlike 
Maryland in that “most of their 
park system has been created by 
private contributions.” 

The “bargain sale” means of 
acquiring property was discussed, 
as were the financial resources of 
TPL and how it determines which 
projects to undertake. Osborne 
indicated the organization was 
willing to participate in property 
restoration as well as acquisition. 

Asked hypothetically if 
Greenbelt could buy a property 
“on time” by relying on the re- 
ceipt of future Program Open 
Space funds to round out the 
money needed, Osborne was op- 
timistic, replying yes and add- 
ing that “In general, Program 
Open Space is pretty flexible in 
making these arrangements.” 





Greenbelt Elementary Flin 


Has New Programs

What is being done to keep 
gifted children in Greenbelt El- 
ementary School? As a follow 
up to issues addressed at a re- 
cent meeting of the Advisory 
Committee on Education 
(ACE), the News Review inter- 
viewed Kathy Curl, principal of 
Greenbelt Elementary School. 
Curl spoke with enthusiasm 
about a literary grant and two 
technical grants that her school 
had received. In addition, an- 
other grant will fund wiring the 
school for internet service. 

Many new programs and 
new teachers are coming on 
board in the fall, according to 
Curl. 

A Greenbelt parent had said 
at the ACE meeting that she is 
very happy that Greenbelt El- 
ementary is enlarging it’s inclu- 
sion program and that her child 
might be eligible for the class. 
The inclusion program is an in- 
novative, integrated program 
that addresses the needs of all 
children. It is one setting for all 
children at different levels, in- 
cluding special education chil- 
dren, with the added support of 
two to three adults in the class- 
room, Last year reading scores 
of children from one of the in- 
clusion classes were higher than 
the scores of other children at 
the same grade level. 

This year the inclusion pro- 
gram will be enlarged to fourth 
grade. 

School librarian Monica 
Pittman has been given the re- 
sponsibility for carrying out a 
grant that was received by the 
school.. Under this new plan 
children in the early primary 
grades will continue the typical 
library program, familiarizing 
themselves with the library, en- 
joying literature, etc. 

Children in the upper grades 
will be helped to use the library 
aS a resource tool to reach their 
goals. They will come to the li- 
brary when they need some- 
thing and there they can use 
various resources such as the 
internet encyclopedias, etc. so 
that this usage becomes second 
nature to them 

Pittman will also work with 
a Talented and Gifted (TAG) 
video production program 
called Animation 

Greenbelt artist Barbara 
Simon. will direct a crafts pro- 
gram where the students create 
ceramic pieces and then write a 
paragraph telling about their 
creation. 

In addition Curl said positive 
progress is being made to in- 
crease the school’s Maryland 
School Performance Assessment 
Program (MSPAP) scores. Ad- 
ministrative errors which oc- 
curred in 1998 have been cor- 
rected. Specific steps were 
taken to prepare the students 
for the test in 1999 under Kelly 
Noxon, reading specialist and 
testing coordinator, and will 
continue under her successor in 
the fall.

Candidates Is September 20 


On Tuesday November 2, 
Greenbelt citizens will elect the 
five members of the City Coun- 
cil who will represent them for 
the next two years. Greenbelt 
residents who want to be nomi- 
nated for City Council, sign a 
petition for someone to run for 
council, or plan to vote in the 
election must be registered to 
vote in Prince George’s County. 
Since universal voter registration 
began in Greenbelt in 1991, the 
city has not maintained a sepa- 
rate voter registration list. 

Voter Registration 

Registering to vote is the first 
step to qualify as a voter - 
whether to run for office or to 
vote for a candidate in the No- 
vember 2 regular election. Al- 
though the county Board of 
Elections will handle all registra- 
tions, registration forms may be 
picked up during regular office 
hours at the city offices, 25 
Crescent Road (Municipal Build- 
ing), or at the Greenbelt Library 
on Crescent Road. Voters may 
also call the Board of Elections 
at 301-637-2814 to request a 
torm by mail. All completed 
forms must be received by the 
Board of Elections in Upper 
Marlboro by 4 p.m. October 4. 

Qualification 

In order to vote in Greenbelt, 
and to be registered with Prince 
George’s County, one must be a 
citizen of the United States of 


America; at least 18 years of age 
as Of November 2, 1999; domi- 
ciled within the corporate limits 
of the city of Greenbelt as of the 
date of registration; not convicted 
more than once of an infamous 
crime and not currently under a 
sentence imposed pursuant to a 
conviction of an infamous crime 
(direct questions to the election 
office, 201-952-3270); and not 
under guardianship for mental dis- 
ability. 
Candidacy for Council 

Any qualified voter of the city 
wishing to run for council may 
do so by obtaining the following 
forms: 

1. Nomination Petition - This 
form requires the signature of at 
least 50 qualified voters of the 
city, and must be signed by the 
circulator of the petition and no- 
tarized. The signatures should 
give the petitioner’s proper name 
(e.g. Mary Doe or Mrs. John 
Doe) and address. 

2. Acceptance of Nomination - 
This form notes that the nominee 
agrees to serve, if elected. It must 
be filed along with the nomina- 


on petition and an affidavit con- 


taining a sworn Statement provid- 
ing the candidate’s name, date of 
birth, Social Security number and 
resident address. 

3. Financial Disclosure State- 
ment - This form lists business 
entities and real estate interests

City Council Discusses 
Driveway Aprons, Water Use

An issue involving problems 
with driveway aprons in portions 
of the city was addressed during 
the August 9 regular Greenbelt 
City Council meeting. 

Charles Kendall, a resident of 
the Lakewood area, came before 
council in opposition to notices 
which he and almost 20 other 
residents had received for dam- 
aged driveway aprons. Kendall 
argued that the aprons located 
between the sidewalks and the 
street were on city property and 
that the city should repair them. 
He also stated that fire trucks 
crossing his driveway had con- 
tributed to the apron’s poor con- 
dition. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin responded to 
Kendall’s request. “I have no 
record that driveway aprons have 
ever been replaced by the city,” 
he said. “It is normally the re- 
sponsibility of the residents. The 
city will replace sidewalks and 
the area one foot behind the side- 
walk to the residence.” He 
added, “The city does have the 
right to cite someone for prob- 
lems on city property but not in 
this case.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts further commented, “If this 
is City property, how can we ex- 
pect the homeowners to replace 
it?” 
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Councilmember Edward 
Putens shared Roberts’ view: “I 
am sorry and embarrassed about 
this problem and don’t feel it 
should be the homeowner's re- 
sponsibility.” Putens stated that 
the communities of Greenspring 
1 and 2 and Greenbrook Estates 
are dealing with a similar prob- 
lem. Council agreed to refer the 
matter to the city staff and said 
that it would be further discussed 
at a future meeting. 

Water Restrictions 

The city’s response to manda- 
tory water restrictions ordered by 
Governor Parris Glendening last 
week was also discussed during 
the petitions and requests portion 
of the council meeting. 

City Manager McLaughlin, 
addressing the Governor’s restric- 
tions, said, “What the Governor 
is doing as far as the city is con- 
cerned is a good and bad news 
story. We would encourage 
Greenbelters to consider the 
Governor’s approach as the best 
long term approach to the prob- 
lem.” 

McLaughlin said that the city 
is using some water from water 
trucks for certain plants; yet 
other plants, including annuals, 
will die. 

Other steps which the city 
manager said Greenbelt is tak- 
ing to conserve water include

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City Releases Statement | 


On Water Restriction 


On August 6 the City of 
Greenbelt issued the following 
release concerning water use re- 
strictions affecting both city op- 
erations and citizen activities: 

Governor Glendening has is- 
sued an Executive Order impos- 
ing mandatory restrictions on 
water use and a ban on outside 
burning. The city has imple- 
mented measures to comply with 
all of the Governor’s restrictions. 
Due to these restrictions, the fol- 
lowing changes in city service 
and facilities may be observed: 

— Irrigation of landscaping 
has been halted, except for hand- 
held watering of certain newly- 
planted perennial beds and trees 
of three years of age or less. 

— City vehicles will not be 
washed (except in commercial 
car washes that recycle over 
80% of their water). 

— Shower timers at the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center have 
been reduced from three minutes 
to one minute, and patrons are 
being asked to restrict their wa- 
ter usage. 

— Power washing of the pool 
decks at the Aquatic and Fitness 


Center has been halted — the 


decks will be swept by hand. 

— Building maintenance per- 
sonnel will inspect all city facili- 
ties and repair any water leaks 
that are discovered. 

— All city personnel will be 
asked to voluntarily limit their 
use of water. 

One way citizens can help is 
to adopt trees near their property 
in need of hand-watering. While 
hand-watering is allowed under 
the mandatory restrictions, the 
city recommends the use of 
“gray water (laundry water 
without softener, bath water, wa- 
ter collected from air condition- 
ing condensers, etc.) 

While we are confident the 
citizens of Greenbelt will coop- 
erate in the state’s effort to con- 
serve water, the City of 
Greenbelt has a mechanism in 
place to enforce the restrictions 
and issue citations to those indi- 
viduals and businesses that are 
in violation of the mandate. 

Effective immediately, the 
City Code Enforcement Office 
(301-345-5417) will handle any 
reports of violations, Monday to

Greenbelt CARES 


Has Parenting Grant 


Greenbelt CARES has been 
awarded a grant in the amount 
of $1,050 from the Governor's 
Neighborhood Crime and Sub- 
stance Abuse Prevention Grants 
Fund. The grant is to defray ex- 
penses incurred by the Crisis In- 
tervention Counselors who will 
be doing a parent education 
project this fiscal year. 

During the month of July, 22 
families on average were seen 
for family counseling sessions. 
The average number of persons 
seen weekly was 49, among 
whom 17 were 18 years of age 
or younger. Approximately 12 
students received tutoring assis- 
tance. 
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Disaster Aid Sought for State Farmers 


Senator Paul Sarbanes has 
announced that the 10-member 
Maryland Congressional del- 
egation has signed a letter to 
Secretary of Agriculture Dan 
Glickman supporting a request 
for disaster assistance. Gover- 
nor Parris Glendening has 
asked that 19 counties through- 
out the State of Maryland be 
approved by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for what is 
known as a Federal Disaster 
Declaration. (The four remain- 
ing Maryland counties and the 
City of Baltimore would also 
be eligible for relief due to 
their contiguity to federally de- 
clared disaster areas.) The re- 
quest has been prompted by se- 
vere damage to farms as a result 


of the ongoing drought through- 


out the mid-Atlantic region. 

In the letter, the delegation 
members wrote that, “Maryland 
is in the midst of its worst 
drought in 70 years and the 
State’s farm sector has been se- 
verely impacted by this pro- 
longed lack of rain. Yields of 
corn, soy beans, and other field 
crops are expected to be well 
below the average harvest. 
Likewise, 55% of pastures and 
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hay fields are in poor or very 
poor condition and milk pro- 
duction at Maryland’s dairy 
farms has decreased because of 
the high temperatures.” 

“Maryland’s farmers, the 
backbone of the State’s largest 
commercial industry, are facing 
losses in the millions of dollars 
which continue to mount daily,” 
the letter continued. “Without 
a Federal Disaster Declaration 
and the assistance which ac- 
companies it, the situation for 
our farmers will only get worse 
and many farmers may be 
forced to lose their farms.” 

Signing the letter to Secre- 
tary Glickman were Senators 
Paul S. Sarbanes and Barbara 
A. Mikulski, along with Repre- 
sentatives Steny Hoyer, Ben 
Cardin, Connie Morella, Wayne 
Gilchrest, Roscoe Bartlett, 
Albert Wynn, Robert Ehrlich, 
and Elijah Cummings. 

If disaster designation is 
granted as expected, farmers 
will be eligible for low-interest 
emergency loans to help them 
cover living costs, delinquent 
debt installments, production 
costs lost because of drought, 
and other related expenses.

The City Clerk verifies that 
nomination petitions meet the re- 
quirement of the city charter. A 
drawing will be held by the 
Board of Elections in the City 
Offices on Monday, September 
21 at 8:00 p.m. to determine the 
order in which names shall be 
placed on the ballot.

candidate’s nomination and elec- 
tion. 

Voters who will be unable to 
appear at their polling place on 
November 2 by reason of illness, 
religious beliefs or absence from 
the city may vote by absentee 
ballots. The first day to apply and 
vote by absentee ballot will be 
Wednesday, October 13. (Please 
watch for city ad.) 

Election of Council 

The five candidates each re- 
ceiving at least 40 percent of the 
total number of votes cast and the 
highest number of votes cast will 
be elected. If fewer than five can- 
didates receive at least 40 percent 
of votes cast, a run off election 
will be held on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 9. Twice as many as there are 
positions to be filled will be sub- 
mitted to the voters. In more than 
20 years this has not been neces- 
sary. 

Greenbelt does not have provi- 
sions for election of the mayor or 
mayor pro tem by the electorate. 
At the organizational meeting on 
the Monday following the elec- 
tion (Monday, November 8) the 
newly elected council will elect 
the mayor and mayor pro tem.

reducing shower times at the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center, 
though water will continue to 
be available for the pools them- 
selves. McLaughlin said the 
city will be using a “common 
sense approach” in enforcing 
the water restrictions, giving 
warnings to residents using 
sprinklers, for instance. 

Bill Phelan, the city horticul- 
turist, also spoke on the issue. 
Phelan said that trees three 
years old and younger will be 
the city’s first priority for wa- 
tering. They are important in 
helping to maintain climate 
control. He said that many of 
the trees, including the dog- 
woods on the north shore of 
Greenbelt Lake, which are less 
adaptable to the area, will prob- 
ably die. 

Phelan said watering will 
also occur at Roosevelt Center 
for new plants on an as-needed 
basis. Phelan said he hopes to 
preserve plants that will endure 
and let the other plants go. 

Phelan also listed several 
tips which residents should ap- 
ply to conserve water in their 
homes. He recommended pre- 
serving gray water from sinks, 
bath tubs, and air conditioners

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Museum’s Frugal Fashion 
Exhibit Wins an Award

The American Association 
for State and Local History 
(AASLH) will award the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum (FOGM) a Certificate of 
Commendation for the exhibit, 
“Fashionable, Functional and 
Frugal.” The exhibit focuses 
on the decorative arts in the 
1930s and 1940s and features 
everyday items made of glass, 
chrome and bakelite. It was 
created by FOGM’s curator 
Katie Scott-Childress and is 
being shown in the Greenbelt 
Community Center. The 
award will be presented at the 
association’s annual meeting in 
Baltimore on Friday, October 
1: 

The AASLH program is the 
nation’s most prestigious com- 
petition for recognition of 
achievement in local, state and 
regional history. It encourages 
standards of excellence in the 
collection, preservation and in- 
terpretation of state and local 
history throughout America. 

Grant for Walking Tour 

FOGM also was recently 
awarded a grant of $3,720 
from Preservation Maryland of 
the Maryland Historical Trust 
for a series of six color panels 
to comprise a walking tour of 
historic Greenbelt. The vinyl 
panels will be 24 inches by 36 
inches, mounted on steel 
bases. They will illustrate 
why Greenbelt is a National 
Historic Landmark and show 
the Garden City principles on 
which Greenbelt was con- 
structed as well as the Art 
Deco and International archi- 
tectural styles characteristic of 
many of the original buildings. 

The walking tour will fea- 


ture Roosevelt Center, the 
Community Center,’ the 
Greenbelt Museum, the bath- 


house and swimming pool, and 
more. Research on photo- 
graphs and text is now under 
way for the six panels as well 
-as future panels that may be 
added over the years. FOGM 
is funding the research and 
writing for the panels; the city 
will provide for installation 
and maintenance. FOGM an- 
ticipates that the panels will be 
installed by the end of the 
year.

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Two Youths Injured 
In Shooting Melee

“Bad blood” or an on-going 
dispute apparently resulted in shots 
being fired and two persons in- 
jured at a bus stop on Mandan 
Road near the intersection of 
Hanover Parkway on the evening 
of Tuesday, August 10 at about 
7:15. There were four persons at 
the bus stop, three of whom knew 
each other and a fourth person 
who happened to also be there, ac- 
cording to Greenbelt Police Lieu- 
tenant Michael Craddock. Two 
youths approached, and the older 
began firing at the intended victim, 
one of the group of three, 
Craddock said. The 18 year old 
male victim received four gunshot 
wounds to his legs from a small 
caliber pistol. A 13 year old girl 
received one gunshot wound to the 


leg. She was apparently an unin- 
tended victim. 
Shortly after the shooting, a 


Greenbelt police cruiser responding 


to an unrelated call came upon the 
scene, and observed the two vic- 
tims on the ground and other per- 
sons fleeing the scene, Greenbelt 
Police said in a press release. Af- 
ter talking to witnesses, the police 
put out a lookout, and the shooter 
and his companion were appre- 
hended in the area a short time 
later.

Once again the NASA program 
is in danger — not from any failed 
technology but from a recurring 
problem with Congressional bud- 
get cutters. Most particularly af- 
fected would be the Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, 
which was slated to receive some 
31 percent of the cut projected for 
the agency if the House subcom- 
mittee which deals with appropria- 
tions for NASA got its way. This 
would amount to some $428 mil- 
lion of a total $1.4 billion for the 
agency as a whole. However, on 
July 31 the full Appropriations 
Committee restored about $400 
million to NASA, but with only a 
small amount earmarked for 
Goddard. 

Terming the subcommittee ac- 
tion “irresponsible budgeting,” 
Congressman Steny Hoyer, who 
represents the Greenbelt area 
where Goddard is a major em- 
ployer, attributed the move to the 
desire on the part of Congres- 
sional Republicans to fund a tril- 
lion dollar tax cut. 

“These cuts threaten America’s 
global dominance in the aeronau- 
tics industry. At a time of great 
economic prosperity, we should be 
investing in our future, not putting 
it in jeopardy. These cuts threaten 
the entire space program,” said 
Congressman Hoyer. “They are 
outrageous, irresponsible and 
short-sighted. I will do everything 
possible to see that funding is re- 
stored for the Goddard Space 
Flight Center.” 

In a letter to Chairman C.W. 
Bill Young of the full House 
Committee on Appropriations, 
Hoyer detailed the many “practical 
benefits” of the Space program. 
“Virtually every aircraft in use to- 
day,” his letter said, utilizes tech- 
nology pioneered by NASA. The 
U.S. aerospace industry generates 
more than $40 billion in annual

He particularly called attention 
to the successful Hubble Space 
Telescope, which requires “round- 
the-clock” monitoring,” and the 
Triana satellite mission, now be- 
ing developed, which will provide 
a view of Earth for distribution 
over the internet for high-tech 
weather monitoring.

Greenbelt Lake, one of the 
city’s most notable landmarks 
and a special place for many 
residents, has recently gone 
through a series of changes.

Efforts Improve Attick Park 


resurfacing of the park’s trails 
with new gravel, installing fenc- 
ing to protect the park’s trees 
from beavers, and providing 
new trash cans. Phelan has 
made several renovations in- 
volving plants and trees to im- 
prove the lake’s deteriorating 
shoreline. Work on the lake be- 
gan this past April as part of 
the city’s Earth Day celebration. 

The project consisted of 
planting about 100 native shrubs 
and aquatic plants, including 
summer sweet and elderberry 
along both shores, primarily on 
the diminishing north shore. 
New trees were also planted 
around the lake including Vir- 
ginia fringe trees to replace 
dogwood trees which were less 
adaptable to the areas around 
the lake.
